"Chambers"  is  a  familiar  term  to  every  student  on  campus.  Whether  in  refer- 
ence to  the  location  of  a  class,  a  professor's  ofRce,  a  place  to  study,  or  an  event 
being  held  in  the  Chambers  Gallery,  "Chambers"   is  a  v*/ord  we  hear  often.  The 
Chambers  Building  is  the  main  classroom  and  office  building  of  Davidson 
College.  All  courses  outside  of  the  sciences,  and  Visual,  Musical,  and  Theatre 
Arts  are  taught  in  this  building.  And  most  faculty  have  offices  within  the  same 
walls.   Students  frequent  Chambers  when  they  attend  class,  study  after  class, 
visit  a  professor,  have  a  meeting  or  event  in  the  Gallery,  or  want  to  watch  a 
movie  on  the  large  screens  now  in  every  classroom. 

Because  the  Chambers  Building  is  such  an  fundamental  part  of  campus,  both 
situated  in  the  heart  of  campus  and  as  a  center  of  activity,  the  initiation  of  the 
2002  $21.5  million  Chambers  renovation  project  has  received  a  lot  of  attention. 
On  Thursday  October  7,  2004  the  Davidson  College  community  celebrated  the 
Chambers  Dedication  and  were  overjoyed  with  the  completion  of  the  project.  The  ceremony  had  several  speakers  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  Bobby  Vagt,  College  President,  senior  Katharine  Hubbard,  SGA  President,  and  Clark  Ross,  Dean  of  Aca- 
demic Affairs.   The  Davidson  Delilahs  and  Generals  gave  a  beautiful  rendition  of  the  Alma  Mater  moments  before  the  Cham- 
bers bell  was  risen.  The  bell,  once  a  staple  of  Davidson  College,  his  been  absent  since  December  2002  in  preparation  for  the 
renovations.  The  crowd  of  alumni,  students,  faculty  and  staff  cheered  as  the  Clark  Ross  rang  the  bell  for  the  first  time  in  years. 
The  entire  community  of  Davidson  College  expresses  their  extreme  gratitude  to  all  of  the  donors  who  made  this  renovation 
possible  and  are  recognized  with  plaques  throughout  the  building.   We  also  recognize  Jenkins-Peer  Architects  and  Rodgers

This  academic  year  is  proving  to  be  a  time  of  new  achievements  for  the  Davidson  Mock  Trial  Association  (DMTA).  The 
team  won  its  first-ever  invitational  tournament  during  the  fall,  and  won  its  first-ever  regional  tournament  with  a  victory 
in  Greenville,  S.C,  earlier  this  semester.  That  win  qualified  DMTA  to  compete  at  the  National  Championship  Tournament 
in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  April  8-10.  DMTA  earned  a  seventh  place  finish  in  the  Main  Division  of  the  Mock  Trial  National 
Championship  Tournament  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Next  fall  DMTA  will  return  three  seniors,  seven  juniors,  and  eight 
sophomores.

Ars  Longa  is  Davidson's  new  (and  only)  student  visual  arts  consortium.  It  was 
chartered  by  SCA  and  granted  money  by  the  ATC  in  the  fall  of  2004.  The  organi- 
zation is  broken  down  into  five  separate  clubs:  Ceramics,  Photography,  Artistic 
Projects,  Visiting  Artists,  and  Art  Travel.  Though  we  spent  much  of  the  2004-2005 
academic  year  building  a  foundation  and  raising  money,  Ars  Longa  quickly  made 
itself  known  as  a  vocal,  creative,  and  enduring  club. 

Working  together  with  the  college's  administration  and  the  art  department, 
we  built  a  small  ceramics  studio  and  helped  secure  space  in  the  Visual  Arts  Center 
for  a  darkroom  which  will  be  built  before  the  fall  of  2005.

Artistic  Projects  sponsored  a  photo 
exhibit  in  the  Union,  painted  a  hanging  bench  and  an  Adirondack  chair  to  be 
placed  on  campus,  showed  "artsy"  movies  and  plans  to  organize  campus-wide 
participation  in  a  student  mural  for  the  fall.  Visiting  Artists  organized  and  spon- 
sored up-and-coming  artist  Kendall  Buster's  visit  in  March.  Lastly,  Jet  Li,  mini- 
wiener  dogs,  punch  and  428  Beaty  Street  helped  us  to  raise  hundreds  of  dollars  so 
that  we  could  buy  important  equipment  like  clay,  film,  thongs  and  clothes  for 
Jungle  Boi.

1999  Once  the  officers  v^ere  elected,  one  of  the  very  first  activities  to  occur  was  a  Onco  de  Mayo  study  break 
during  final  exams  week.  Members  also  took  an  important  role  in  helping  the  Admissions  Office  recruit 
prospective  Latino  and  Hispanic  students  to  Davidson. 

This  year  was  characterized  by  events  such  as  community  service,  speakers,  showing  Hispanic/Latino  films 
followed  by  discussion,  coffee  study  breaks,  Latin  dance  workshop  and  party  and  a  Onco  de  Mayo  celebration. 
OLAS  is  open  to  all  students  and  has  grown  from  a  small  group  formed  in  1998  with  no  funds  to  the  50-member, 
chartered  organization  it  is  today  OLAS  is  looking  forward  to  another  exciting  year  and  would  love  for  you  to 
join  us,  as  a  returning  or  a  new  member  Hasta  pronto,  and  keep  that  Latin  f  lava'  going!

30ok  features  64  full  process  color  pages,  an  increase  of  8  from  last  year.  The  custom  litho  cover  with  "sweep"  graining  features  a  4-color  tip-lamination  and 
silver  embossing.  The  cover  fonts  are  AYT^ow/^  and  AYTJADE.  AYTebony  is  the  primary  font  throughout  the  book  with  some  exceptions  for  headlines, 
isubheadlines,  etc.  All  images  were  either  scanned  in  or  taken  digitally  and  edited  with  Adobe  Photoshop  v7.0,  if  needed.  All  layouts  were  created  with  Adobe 
;^ageMaker  v7.0  often  using  Yeartech  templates  for  inspiration.   Pages  were  submitted  electronically  via  CD  and  Netline  online  submission  and  proofed  using 
ictual-size  paper  proofs.  Student  portraits  were  taken  by  Lifetouch  and  faculty  and  staff  portraits  were  provided  by  College  Communications.  38  senior 
advertisements  were  purchased.  Of  the  approximately  640  books  ordered,  575  were  pro-ordered  by  students  and  parents  using  the  Jostens'  Direct  Solutions 
ales  program.
